¥he Unlon of the Bitumineus and Anthracite
Conl Miners—Further Trouble Ahead—The

At a meeting of representatives from the an-
thracite and bitnminous coal fields of Pennsyl-
vania, which commenced vesterday at Johns-
town, n union of the trade associations of the two
regions was effected. This end has been looked
forward to for some time by the anthracite
miners, but what the meaning of it I8 remains
to be seen. If it be only an enlargement of the
juriediction of the W. B. A., the bituminons
miners unitlng In fellowship under condi-
tions, the public can afford to lel the action go
unrebuked for the present, awaitiug the
time when trouble is occasioned by the coalition
to raize a cry against it, But if the union has
been formed with the understanding that the
immense bituminons coal fields are be gov-
erned by the same corrupt form of government
and under the game conditions as the anthracite,
then it is now time to expose the move, and in
every possible way hold up the members of both
assoclations to the strongest condemnation of
the people. From the rumors at present in elir-
culation, the latter appears to be the end in
view, and It is reported that the bitumi-
nous miners are eoon  to unite In
a eneral strike for the purpose of

roducing a complete famine of all Kkinds of

uel. WElle this is not so frightful as it seems,
because we cannot belleve that any considerable
number of the innumerable Western miners will
be such fools as to cut off their own heads for
the benefit of thelr far-distant and unknown
Eastern brethren, for which act of self-sacrifice
they would not recelve the slightest return in
any way, yel the bere possibility of sucha thing
demands the most earnesl and declsive action.
A mere penceable combination of all miners
for thelr own mutual interests can be
borneé, but when it comes to an Iimmense
union for the express ginlater purpose of de-
rivieg the consumer entirely of a necessary of
rife as important as daily bread, or at the best,
the doling out of the commocflty in quantities
and at prices most eeable to those in the
upion, it should not submitted to tamely.
The anthracite union is bad enough, 5o bad, in
fact, that its utter ruin would be the best thing
that could happen, both to lts members and Lo
all who bhave ever had anything to 8o with it.
But the formation of a more extended absolute
monarchy, under our very eyes, and under the
rotection of a republican government, should
opposed at every point and In every possible
way, by every gaan who has the best interests of
the country at heart. If we let these things go
on, the final act will be not only bloodshed, but
bloody war itself, for questions concerning the
necessaries of life affect every one, and when
brfﬁ"’gh" to an issue, those wronged will bear no
tritling.,

The bituminous trade s largely increasing by
reason of the strike, and the leaders see that
they can do nothing unless this also is stopped,
In the event ot their move being unsuccessful,
the only effect of the lengthened suspension will
be a great reduction in the demand and the an-
nibilation of the natural rate of increase in the
production for some time Lo come.

Many iron furnaces and mannfactories are
being altered so as to burn bituminous, thongh
the anthracite Is preferred, and this change once
made will not be altered again in a hurry. Many
other consnmers,also, who can use either anthra-
cite or bituminous, declare their intention of
using only the less desirable of the two fuels until
there is some assurance thatthe anthracite trade
ison a much surer basie, The Pennsylvania
Road is now bringing large quantities of bitu-
mlnous direct from the Western fields, and semi-
bituminous from Baltimore and Western Mary-
land is coming in fast by all the routes. 4

The Benate Committee of the State Legislature
on the coal troubles is busy taking testimony in
the matter. It is, however, only a prolonga-
tion of the trouble to submit it to such arbiters
a8 these. They will not malke a report for some
time, and when they do, a bill, if any is prepared,
will be delayed before being presented. Then
it will be considered in the House, where it will
Erobably be passed as a sorl of sop to Cerberus,

ut when it comes to the Benate it will be surely
killed and the miners will have all their trouble
for nothing.

The ?rinclpnl railroad companies cannot be
touched, at all events, because they have mot
transgressed their charters, and if they had they
are by far the most powerful with legislature,
men. As it is, they have fully as many of their
agents in Harrisburg now as have the miners,
80 a8 to save unnecessary trouble. Both parties
during the week have been busily besieging the
members of the committee. Arbitration between
the parties concerned themselves, without refer-
ence Lo any legal or judicial body, which is the
shortest mode of settlement, hangs fire as yet
from want of action hi the miners.

The following is the complete summary of
